It could be the best move you have made for a long time 
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Dear Readers, 


I am truly fed up with the continual criticism of our youth 
in Bar Hill - they even get a mention in the new Bar Hill 
guide booklet which has been delivered to our doors. 

It is undeniable that there are incidences of vandalism 
which I certainly would never condone; however, the young 
people are always blamed without any thought that occasion- 
ally it could have been done by visitors. Ben Somers was 
brave enough to put pen to paper to defend his peers (very 
articulately too) but the response was all negative. 

Personally, I find it very sad. I have lived in Germany and 
the USA and the general attitude towards children is so differ- 
ent. | must admit I often wonder why a lot of English people 
have children in the first place when so often they are barely 
tolerated - if you think I am being harsh, then just listen to 
people in Tesco's. The needs of children and young people 
are not taken into account when villages are planned - certain- 
ly not in the case of Bar Hill. Wherever they play they are in 
the wrong and although adults seem to feel free to hurl abuse- 
and often very unpleasant abuse - at the children, they seem 
to think they deserve respect in return because they are adults 
- if someone swore at you would you respond politely and 
apologise? 

What do people expect the teenagers to do during holidays 
and evenings? How did you adults spend your time as 
teenagers - did you spend all your time at home with your 
parents watching TV or studying? - I don't think so. How 
many of you celebrated your 18th birthday in the pub you had 
been going to regularly for some time? I was lucky, I grew up 
on the outskirts of London and needed only a bus or train to 
get to a whole range of activities. What can we offer our chil- 
dren - the cinema in Cambridge - but a lousy bus service so 
they would need to arrange lifts. Within the village - a pub, 
social club and Village Green. Admittedly Barry has for a 
long time organized football on a weekday evening which is 
very popular, and there is the Pickled Parrot, but this appeals 
really to the younger ones. 

There have been several occasions when our children have 
been attacked without any provocation by ‘visitors’ leaving 
the "Fox". I too deplore the fact that they hang out at the Mall 
but since the beginning of time teenagers have liked to hang 
out together - they don't menace others or do any harm. | have 
always found them to be polite and helpful and often very 
funny, and I am only unhappy about it because it leaves them 
vulnerable to criticism and occasionally violence, as I have 
already mentioned. 

The gentleman who suggested they. should not expect any- 
one to provide them with anything in the way of entertain- 
ment and should form their own club, as the pensioners have 
done, seems to forget that most of them survive on pocket 
money or Saturday work and do not have an income to speak 
of. 

I don't know what the solution is - I only know that having 
children is a real privilege and that we should treasure them, 
not just when they are little and cute but also as they grow. 
Teenage years are not the easiest but we could make them 
less painful.

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Yoga in Bar Hill 


Yoga is an ancient Indian system which exercises the body 
through progressive stretching, in a series of poses known as 
asana. Great attention is given to the spine so that the whole 
body may become more flexible and energetic; and to the 
breathing, which nourishes the body cells through the oxygen 
supply, and is also closely connected with the mind and emo- 
tions. In the system I teach, we work with slow movements 
and calm concentration, never competing; the periods of rest 
are as important as the postures. At the end of a class most 
people feel tranquil and relaxed - happier, even! Over time, 
their new awareness and skill can spread into daily life, which 
helps to maintain health and reduce stress. There is a pleasant, 
friendly atmosphere in the class, but I encourage students to 
use the time wholly for themselves (for some it may be the 
only quiet, inward time in their week). 

There are many varieties of yoga, but they have in com- 
mon a combination of physical work and mental focus, teach- 
ing us to respect and enhance the sense of life within us. I am 
trained in the tradition of T.K.V. Desikuchar, which features 
two particular aspects: adapting postures to the needs of indi- 
vidual students, however fit or unfit they may be when they 
start, and using the breath in a controlled way all through the 
practice, to bring mind and body into harmony. If that sounds 
mystifying, I can only say that yoga is to be experienced, not 
described, and invite you to try it for yourself. 

I have taught a number of people who have gained relief 
for conditions such as back-pain, headaches, asthma and 
stress, and am delighted that GPs are now increasingly ready 
to recommend yoga in these cases. However, we are all inter- 
ested in our own well-being, and yoga is something that we 
can do for ourselves in order to stay healthy; what's more, it 
can be practised whatever the weather or time of day, as 
strongly or as gently as we choose; no special equipment is 
required, and very little space. It is not essential to practise at 
home between classes, but naturally more progress is made 
that way. For some reason, women have been more likely (in 
the West) to take up yoga than men; but I’d like to make it 
clear that men can benefit just as much, and are very wel- 
come. 

If you would like to give it a try, you will be very welcome 
at our classes, which begin again in the new term. Details are 
as follows: 

Monday mornings 9.15 to 10.45 in the Studio, Bar Hill 
School, beginning 16th September. 

Thursday evenings 8.00 to 9.30 in the Community 
Lounge, Bar Hill School, beginning 19th September. 

Classes cost £30 for 10 weeks (with a break at half term). 

Wear loose, comfortable clothing, and bring something 
warm to put on and a blanket to lie on; non-slip yoga mats 
can be purchased, but are not essential. Wear socks (not 
tights), so that you can work in bare feet. 

Do not eat a heavy meal before a class: a light breakfast or 
snack is fine, an hour or longer before we start. 

Enrolment is at the first class, and for more details please 
ring during the week before.
